AtGretna  HighSchool  a full  science  program 
is  offered--general  science  I and  II,  biology, 
chemistry  and  physics.

Three  years  of  home  economics  are  taught 
at  Gretna  with  seventy-five  enrolled.  Under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mann,  girls  learn  many 
new  and  different  things  about  homemaking. 

The  study  of  first  year  girls  is  more 
generalized,  while  the  emphasis  for  second 
year  girls  is  placed  on  home  nursing. 

Sewing  is  studied  in  all  of  the  classes. 
This  study  is  not  only  worth  while  but  every 
student  finds  a new  and  interesting  experience 
in  store.  Outfits  are  modeled  and  judged  in 
classes.  The  best  in  each  division  models  in 
the  Danville  Fair  Fashion  Show.  Judy  Henry, 
Gloria  Yeatts,  Diane  Goad,  and  Linda  Shelton 
represented  the  school  this  year.  The  class 
also  conducted  a fashion  show  for  PTA.
